few months the

organization 
was the dominant parly 
of the 
State. 
Had 
its 
leaders 
been 
composed of men acting from princi­ 
ple and devoted to the interests of the 
people, it would liavo retained its pow­ 
er and majority to this day. 
But it 
was wanting in those elements. Its 
leaders were place hunters and dema­ 
gogues whose sole purpose was office 
and spoils and the party tiiat num­ 
bered in its ranks many of the best 
men of botli the old organizations, 
soon became demoralized and died an 
early and unregretted death. Now 
what lias become of the rank and file 
of the Independent party? 
Have 
these voters affiliated with either the 
Democratic, or Republican parties? 
We do not think they have. Many of 
the voters who left the Republican par­ 
ty to become Independents were Dem­ 
ocrats who left their party at the open­ 
ing of tho Rebellion, Naturally tb se 
men would, after t lie Independent ex­ 
periment, return to theirold allegiance 
and the result of the late gubernatori­ 
al election indicated a general inclina­ 
tion to pursue this course. The unsat­ 
isfactory record of the Democratic 
majority in the Legislature has how­ 
ever checked the tide and whether it 
will gather head and go on again or 
turn back upon itself and flow into 
the Republeau camp depends almost 
altogether on the action of tlio now 
dominant Democracy. 
We are not 
of those wiio hold that party name re­ 
tains its olden influence. 'Ihe death 
of King caucus; the defiance of t lie 
party lash and the indifference to par­ 
ty name ail point with tho unerring 
certainty of the needle to the pole, 
that the people have learned tiie ait 
of reading, thinking and noting for 
themselves. The 
name Democracy 
has io*t its magic iufl uence unless ac­ 
companied by tiie grand old principles 
ou 
which 
the party was found­ 
ed. The higher law battle cry o f 
the Republicans will no longer gather 
voters around the standard of tiiat par­ 
ty unless action follows close 011 the 
heels of promise. 
Par'y name and 
King Caucus lie crushed and power­ 
less beneath the heel of intelligent in­ 
dependence. 
Tiie day is 
dawning 
when xu honest man will cast a ballot 
on account of the party whose candi­ 
date it represents. If they hope for 
success at the polls and future endorse­ 
ment from the people, the leaders of 
both the Democratic and Republican 
parties must learn that the voters not 
only require promises from their ser­ 
vants but a fulfillment to the letter of 
those promises. The rank and file of 
the Independent party 
will enroll 
themselves with the party whose rec­ 
ord offers the most satisfactory proof 
of honest, economical and intelligent 
administration. That of the Republi­ 
can party is full of stains and blemish­ 
es. That of the Democracy is new, 
and extends back but a few mouths, 
but it is objectionable in many respects 
and unless there is an early and rad­ 
ical change for the better, will not, we 
fear, prove more acceptable than that 
of theirold antagonist. We repeat that 
the voters of the Independent party 
have not yet decided with which of 
the two great parties they will affiliate 
and their choice depends entirely ou 
the actions of those parties them­ 
selves.

But now we come 
to the crooked transactions of Hie am ­ 
bitious publisher. After placing these 
advertising contracts in the hands of 
oilier parties as security or as pay­ 
ment of accounts lie would visit his 
advertisers in person and collect li is 
hills from them in the ordinary fash­ 
ion, never pretending to surrender a 
contract. Thus it will be seen that 
the gentleman of sharp practices 
found a dou ble use for li is collaterals, 
and altogether made a handsome prof­ 
it on them, although the result was 
rather hard on his patrón». 
Several 
of these contracts were placed in one 
of our city banks in this way,and sev: 
oral were turned over to the St.Charles 
hotel, where Swanwick boarded. A l­ 
though lie exercised such a wonderful 
aptness in settling bills, lie refrained 
from tho practice as m uch as possible 
where his own hills were to lie settled. 
Ho owed the Mirror job office, where 
his paper was printed, some $-00. He 
was also indebted to Hotter & Bradley 
for a considerable sum, besides owing 
a host of small hills about town. The 
young man who transcribed the real 
estate transactions for his paper is out 
and injured to the extent of twenty- 
five dollars.
